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REMARKS 


After reviewing the allowed claims, Applicants discovered some typographical errors in 
the allowed claims. Claim 23 has been amended to remove the redundancy of "thermally 
conductive mold" since this is recited in independent claim 22 from which claim 23 depends. 
This change was discussed in the Interview of December 11, 2003. Claims 25-28 are being 
amended to correct formal matters. 

Applicants believe that the amendments merely embody the correction of formal matters 
without changing the scope of the claims. Applicants also believe that such amendment is 
needed for proper protection of the invention and requires no substantial amount of additional 
work on the part of the Patent Office. Thus, it is respectfully requested to enter the suggested 
amendments. 

It is respectfully requested that this amendment be entered prior to the issuance of the 
above-referenced patent application. It is believed that no new matter is added by this 
amendment.
